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withdrawal from Sinai. The 
ministry indicated that It would 
stall on full ties pending the out- 
come of negotiations on the propos- 
ed autonomy for the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

One of Sadat's top aides, General 
Taha Magdoub, who took part in all 
the phases of peace negotiations 
with Israel, said yesterday that 
Egypt might even accelerate some 
phases of the normalization. 

Magdoub implied that an an- 
nouncement to this effect could be 
planned for the summit meeting 
between Sadat and Premier 
Menahera Begin next Monday at 
Aswan. 

Observers last night thought that 
.Sadat might have two aims in 
ordering full normalization. The 


Tension in W. Bank over Kiryat Arba

Mayor Fahd Kawasma. last night 
pledged to seek every move possi- 
ble to prevent the construction of 
the Klryat Arba extension. 

The 600-dunam site is being 
claimed by 60 Arab landowners. 
One of them yesterday urged the 
municipality to take over the 
matter, saying that the Issue of ex- 
panding settlements was no longer 
individual. “It is not going to atop 
here," he said emotionally, while 
pointing out that the site of the new 
housing suburb under construction 
was two kms. north of Klryat Arba. 

The military authorities were 
reported last night to have warned 
Kawasma against a demonstration 
he had planned to stage this mor- 
ning. Kawasma and a number of 
the landowners claiming the land at 
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first Is to dispel Israeli fears over 
the scope and quality of ties Egypt 
plans to develop. The second Is to 
Induce Begin to respond positively 
to new proposals for the autonomy 
negotiations — some to provide a 
political outlet for the East 
Jerusalem Arabs within the 
autonomy framework. 

James Leonard, the U.S. deputy 
chief negotiator on autonomy, met 
In Cairo yesterday with Premier 
Mustapha Khalil and Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Butros 
Ghall. 

Leonard reportedly also talked 
with the U.S. ambassador to Cairo, 
Alfred Atherton, and the latter's 
predecessor Hermann Eilts, who is 
largely credited for steering Sadat 
Into the peace initiative. 


Gunmen slay 
El A1 official 
in Istanbul 


ISTANBUL (AP). — Unidentified 
gunmen shot and killed the 
manager of Israel's El A1 airlines 
office In Istanbul last night, police 
sources reported late last night. 

The sources said that Avraham 
Elasar was ambushed as he 
prepared to park his car near his 
home after driving from the air- 
port. 

No organization claimed respon- 
sibility for the attack but the police 
sources speculated that it might be 
the work of Turkish- political 
terrorists. 

No other details were Immediate- 
ly available. 
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A 36-year-old Tel Aviv car 
merchant is suspected of heading 
one four-member gang. A diary 
found in his possession, police say, 
contained a list of 67 stolen can 
sold after they were equipped with 
documents stolen from other 
vehicles. As a result, d oze ns of 
stolen can have travelled Israel’s 
roads bearing licence plates Iden- 
tical to those of other can. 

A 26-year-old Hatlkva Quarter 
resident Is suspected of stealing 
can from Tel Aviv's prestigious 
neighbourhoods and passing them 
on to a friend. Police believe that 
this man also cheated many 
merchants by passing stolen che- 
ques. A search In his borne revealed 
two stolen identity cards belonging 
to Pesah Katz and Asher Nakesh. 
police say. It was learned that the 
police received many complaints 
from shop owners concerning bad 
cheques drawn on these names. 

A third member of the gang, a 21- 
year-old Holon resident. Is 
suspected of specializing In break- 
ing into parked cars and stealing 
licences for use with other cars 
which the gang had stolen for sale. 

The special Investigation team Is 
still searching for the fourth 
member. Police say they know his 


identity and suspect him of finding 
customers for the stolen ears and 
helping to hide the vehicles until the 
sale. 

Discovery of the second gang, 
which police say numbered 24 
Jewish and Arab Lod residents, 11 
of whom are minors, followed the 
arrest of a 16 -year-old youth caught 
driving a stolen vehicle In Ramat 
Gan. 

A special investigation team 
headed by inspector Shalom Blton, 
appointed to look into the wave of 
car thefts In Tel Aviv, searched the 
suspect’s home and found stolen 
parts worth hundreds of thousands 
of pounds. 

The youth's arrest led to the cap- 
ture of his colleagues, some of 
whom worked In petrol stations and 
have criminal records In property- 
related offences. Some of the 
suspects were found to possess 
stolen spare parts. It was also dis- 
covered that some gang members 
used to hide the spare parts In the 
petrol stations’ warehouses. 

The gang would steal vehicles 
and dismantle them, police allege. 
They attribute dozens of cases of 
stolen cars, some of which were 
sold to Gaza merchants and others 
burnt "for fun," to the gang.

Soviets hit Afghan 
rebels near border 


J ABUL. — Lines of Soviet 
inks rumbled out' of the 
fghanlstan capital yesterday 
as a crack Soviet division was 
reported to have attacked 
rebels near the border with 
Pakistan, 

Diplomats who met a group of 
foreign journalists at Kabul Airport 
said that Soviet troops, backed by 
an armada of tanks and aircraft, 
continued to fan out of Kabul to 
reinforce soldiers fighting in the 
country. 

Details of fighting have been 
scarce, but a correspondent of the 
Press Trust of India (PTI) quoted 
highly reliable sources as saying 
that about 10.000 Soviet troops took 
part in an attack on a Moslem rebel 
stronghold in PakhUa province. 

Diplomats said that the capital 
Itself was quiet after two days of 
sporadic gunfire, and that 
resistance put up by troops loyal to 
deposed and executed ex-prealdent 
Hafizullafi Amin appeared to have 
ended. 

Soviet-installed President 

Babrak Karra al yesterday said that 

his government would seek further 
aid from the Soviet Union and other 
countries, such as Cuba, Angola 
and Ethiopia, to defend Itself. 


In Washington, President Jimmy 
Carter called his foreign policy and 
security affairs advisers to the 
White House yesterday to discuss 
retaliatory moves against the 
Soviet Union. 

The meeting of the National 
Security Council was reviewing a 
wide range of possible actions, in- 
cluding a boycott of this year's 
Olympic Games In Moscow and In- 
terruption of commercial credits.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter is recalling 
the U.S. ambassador from 
Moscow In order to demonstrate 
American displeasure with 
Soviet intervention In i 
Afghanistan, U.8. officials said 
last night. 

Carter made the decision dur- 
ing day-long meetings with 
senior military and diplomatic 
advisers who weighed several 
possible retaliatory moves 
against the Soviet Union. U.S, 
officials said the recall of Am- 
bassador Thomas Watson would 
help in assessing Carter ad- 
ministration strategy toward 
the Soviet Union. 


Bid to kill Waldheim 
thwarted, Iran says 


TEHERAN ( Reuter 1. — Iranian 
authorities yesterday thwarted a 
plot against the life of UN 
Secret ary -General Kurt Waldheim, 
Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotb- 
zadeh announced. 

Ghotbzadeh said the plot was dis- 
covered yesterday afternoon. He 
gave no further details. 

The official Pars news agency 
quoted Ghotbzadeh as saying dis- 
covery of the plot was the reason 
for cancellation of Waldheim's 
scheduled visit yesterday afternoon 
to see a group of sick people crippl- 
ed In the Iranian revolution. 

The secretary -general la here for 
talks on the U.S. -Iranian crisis 
which centres on the continued 
detention of 49 American hostages 
at the occupied U.S. embassy. 

Ghotbzadeh, who met with 


Waldheim for nearly three 'hours 
yesterday, said the visitor's future 
engagements would be carried out 
without prior announcement. 

It was still not clear whether 
Waldheim, who arrived in Teheran 
on Tuesday, would meet either 
Iran's revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini, or the ruling 
Revolutionary Council. 

In the city of Sanandaj yesterday, 
thousands of autonomy-seeking 
Kurds demonstrated after the 
fighting on Tuesday night in which 
five people died and at least eight 
were wounded, the governor- 
general of Kurdistan province said 
yesterday. . 

There had been no further 
clashes yesterday, but the town was 
tense with shops and schools closed. 


Radical Iranian clergyman: 
thousands due in Lebanon 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — A radical Ira- 
nian leader, prevented by Lebanese 
police from holding a press con- 
ference at his hotel, declared 
yesterday he would send 
"thousands upon thousands" of 
volunteers to Lebanon to fight 
Israel. 

Hojatoleslam Mohammed Mon- 
tazarl, a senior Moslem clergyman, 
outlined his plans for an Iranian 
volunteer force In Lebanon at a 
Beirut mosque after riot police 
carrying, assault rifles sealed off his 
hotel ana turned away reporters 
arriving to cover a scheduiecLpresa 
conference. 

“Our plan Is to send thousands 
upon thousands of volunteers," he 
told reporters, "to join those who 
have already arrived." 

Montazari, son of one of Iran's 
most respected religious leaders, 
did not specify the number of 
Iranians already in Lebanon. 
Palestinian sources said they did 
not believe any had actually joined 
Palestinian fighting units, but 
about 200 members of an Iranian 


volunteer force have arrived in 
Damascus over the past few weeks 
and are now undergoing training at 
a Fatah base. 

Dozens of young PLO fighters 
carrying Soviet-made AK47 assault 
rifles stood guard around the Abdul 
Aziz Mosque as the diminutive 
Montazari sat below the preaching 
rostrum , floodlit by television lights 
and flashbulbs. 

Montazari said he and his 
followers did not recognize the 
wishes of the Lebanese govern- 
ment. "We do not abide by present- 
day international laws because 
they were all promulgated to serve 
colonial interests," he said. "The 
Palestinian question Is a pan- 
Islamlc cause and It is our sacred 
duty to fight for Palestine's 
liberation." 

The Iranian leader said he had 
discussed the problems of the Mid- 
dle East and the Palest in ia ns * 
struggle against Israel with 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
chairman Y as air Arafat. 


No ultimatum on FM

TEL AVIV. — The appointment of 
Knesset Speaker Yitzhak Shamir os 
foreign minister was expedited 
yesterday when the Liberals, ap- 
parently reconciled to the fact that 
the foreign ministry portfolio la out 
of their reach, stopped short of 
presenting Prime Minister 
Menahera Begin with an ultimatum 
on the question. 

Instead, the Liberal Executive 
compromised between those who 
I advocated that the party demand 
the portfolio and those who refused 
to go along with the move. 

The Liberal Executive met at 
Klar Hamaccabia last night in what 
« was supposed to have been a secret 
session. 


The Liberal Executive was divid- 
ed between the demands of sup- 
porters of Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'l that the party Insist on get- 
ting the foreign ministry portfolio, 
and the refusal of Deputy Premier 
Sim ha Ehrlich to allow his rival 
Moda'l to rise to the prominence of 
foreign minister. 

The Executive finally approved a 
compromise formula put together 
by MK Yehezkel Flo min. whereby 
a party delegation will ask Begin 
to compensate the party for the loss 
of the finance ministry. 

But the delegation will concede 
that the premier has the 
prerogative to put his cabinet 
together as he sees fit, though it is 
expected that he would take the 
Liberal Party's grievances Into 
consideration. 


First time made public 

U.S. weighing 
use of Israeli, 

Egyptian bases

WASHINGTON. — For the first 
time, the State Deportment 
yesterday acknowledged that 
the U.S. is considering the use 
of Israeli and Egyptian military 
facilities. 

State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter confirmed that 
both Israel and Egypt have 
offered their bases and other 
military facilities to 
Washington in case of an 
emergency. 

The spokesman, after noting the 
“willingness 1 1 of both nations to 
cooperate militarily with the U.S., 
said that the administration was 
currently “reviewing the entire 
question." 

He quickly Insisted, however, 
that no decision has yet been made. 
He also refused to comment about 
specific contingencies. 

But the fact that the spokesman 
even conceded publicly that the 
matter was under "review'' 
represented a subtle but Important 
shift In U.S. policy. Until now, ad- 
ministration officials have been 
reluctant even to go that far, con- 
cerned about a possibly negative 
reaction in the Arab and Islamic 
world. 

After tbe daily briefing, U.S. of- 
ficials confirmed that the 
spokesman's latest carefully- 
drafted "press guidance" that a 
"review" of the Israeli and Egyp- 
tian offers was underway did In- 
deed represent a possibly signifi- 
cant change In policy. 

Confirmation of this change com- 
es at a time of growing Instability in 
the Middle East following the crises 
in Iran and Afghanistan and other 
setbacks for America in the region. 
It also comes following President 
Jimmy Carter's decision to go 
ahead with the creation of a rapid 
deployment force for use during 
emergencies in the Middle East and 
Persian Gulf region. 

Defence Minister Ezer Weizman, 
during his recent U.S. visit, made it 
clear that the U.S. does not even 
have to ask for permission to use 
Israeli military bases and port 
facilities. 


Weizman had spoken about a new 
strategic alignment In tbe region 
beginning with Israel and Egypt, 
but eventually spreading to Include 
other pro-American states, such as 
Morocco. Sudan, Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia. 

U.S. officials were pleased by 
Welzxnan's remarks, as well as 
those by President Sadat in “Oc- 
tober" magazine. Sadat offered 
Egyptian bases to the U.S. 

This latest shift in U.S. policy 
appears to underscore the gaining 
Impression among official U.S. 
circles that the wave of turmoil 
sweeping the Middle East requires 
a more dramatic and activist- 
oriented U.S. response, including 
the possible expansion of America's 
military presence In the region. 

In general, the unrest in the 
region, led by the Soviet-backed 
coup in Afghanistan and the taking 
of American hostages in Teheran, 
has resulted in some major rethink- 
ing among key policy makers here. 

Meanwhile, Israeli Ambassador 
Ephraim Evron was due to meet 
last night (after midnight Israel 
time) with Assistant Secretary of 
State Harold Saunders to try to 
reach final agreement on the exact 
nature of the U.S. peacekeeping 
presence in Sinai and the authority 
of the United Nations Truce Super- 
visory Organization (UNTSO) 
observers. 

In recent weeks, the U.S. end 
Israel have delayed concluding this 
matter, originally worked out In 
principle during a visit to 
Washington last September by 
then-foreign minister Moshe 
Dayan. 

The issue takes on an added 
urgency in light of the Israeli 
withdrawal to the Ras Muhammed- 
El Artsh line in three weeks. 

In another development. Presi- 
dent Carter has approved a 3300m. 
initial Instalment on a long-term 
arms aid commitment to Egypt, 
government sources said. 

The money, for military equip- 
ment sales credits, is part of a 
proposed 33b., five-year moderniza- 
tion programme for Egypt's armed 
forces that would include the sale of 
advanced U.S. F-16 fighter aircraft 
and M-60 tanks. 


No-confidence motions defeated 

Begin equivocal on 
Eilon Moreh move

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
gave what could be described as an 
equivocal answer when asked In the 
Knesset yesterday whether the 
Eilon Moreh settlers had given an 
unequivocal undertaking to move 
from their present site to Jabal 
Kabir. 

In reply to a question from Urf 
Avnery (Shell), Begin said. 

"I can give a very simple answer. 
Tbe Eilon Moreb settlers will move 
to their home, when this is erected 
and completed on Jabal Kabir. Zot 
ktbaitL” 

The literal translation of the two 
Hebrew words la, “That is what I 
have received.” Whether the prime 
minister meant "That Is what I 
have been told" or "That is what I 
have been given to understand” Is 
anybody's guess. So is the Identity 
of the person or persons who did the 
telling or the giving. 

The question and answer were 
heard during Begin' a reply to four 
no-confidence motions based on the 
cabinet's decision of last Sunday to 
postpone for another five weeks the 
evacuation of the Ellon Moreh 
settlers, as ordered by the High 
Court of Justice, because the new 
site at Jabal Kabir was not yet 
ready. 

The four motions were defeated 
— those of the Alignment and Sbal 
by a vote of 60-13, with Moshe 
Dayan and Shmuel Flatto Sharon 
voting with the coalition. Tehiya- 
Banal and Poalel Aguda abstained. 


Dayan (independent) announced 
bis opposition to the establishment 
of a Jewish settlement near Nablus, 
even at Jabal Kabir (see separate 
story). 

The motions were presented by 
Yossl Sarid (Alignment), Zeid&n 
Atshe (Sbal), Charley Blton 
(Democratic Front-Communists), 
and Meir Pa'll (Shell). 

Tbe exchange with Avnery was 
the most notable part of Begin's 
five- minute reply, the rest of which 
was a recapitulation of 
developments concerning com- 
pliance with the High Court's order. 
"Begin said that the additional five- 
week postponement constituted no 
affront to the court’s authority. It 
had been necessitated solely by ob- 
jective conditions. 

Sarid said that one might have 
thought that the prime minister had 
learned something from his 
humiliating reception at Kiryat 
Arba last week. But then came Sun- 
day's cabinet meeting and showed 
that he hadn't learned a thing — 
"He and his ministers continued to 
dance to the tune of Gush Erounim. 
We see this, and we have contempt 
for them in our hearts," he said. 

The Alignment, said Sarid, no 
longer believed that the govern- 
ment truly intended to evacuate the 
Ellon Moreh settlers, to impose its 
authority on Gush Emunim. to 
restore the supremacy of the law. 

"Begin begat Sharon, Sharon 
begat Levinger, Levinger begat 
Katzover, and Katzover begat

Second thoughts on E. J’lem Electric takeover 


The decision to withdraw the con- 
cession of the Jerusalem District 
Electric Corporation (JDEC) an- 
nounced three days ago is likely to 
be contested in the High Court of 
Justice and may well be recon- 
sidered by the government. 

In addition, the Jordanian 
government yesterday announced 
that It would protest the projected 
takeover in international bodies. 

The corporation's directors and 
legal advisers are due to meet this 
afternoon with a West Jerusalem 
lawyer. They said yesterday that 
their first option “chronologically, 
at least" is to apply to the High 
Court of Justice on the grounds that 
the government's decision to 
purchase the concession "lacked 
bona fide motives" and was an "ar- 
bitrary measure-" 

Deputy Premier Ylg&el Yadln 
said yesterday in a radio Interview 
that he thought the decision unfor- 
tunate and an unnecessary 
problem. He said that the question 
would be brought before the cabinet 
for reconsideration. 

The Jerusalem Municipality also 
condemned the decision which was 
brought to the notice of the cor- 
poration's board of directors on 
Monday by Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'l and the military 
governor of Judea and Samaria. 

In a letter to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. Mayor Teddy 
Kollek termed the decision "a mis- 
take” and revealed that behind the 
scenes negotiations with the com- 
pany to persuade It to voluntarily 
give up its concession to supply 
electricity to the Jewish suburbs of 


Jerusalem had had a good chance 
of succeeding. Tbe government’s 
decision, Kollek suggested, played 
into the hands of extremists. 

The Jerusalem District Electric 
Corporation exercises a concession 
originally granted to a Greek en- 
trepreneur, Eurlpedes M a vro tu- 
rn atis, by the Turkish rulers of 
Palestine In 1814. The concession 
was for the generation and distribu- 
tion of electricity and the construc- 
tion of electric tramways In a 15 
mile circle extending from the 
dome of the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre (the centre of the world 
for medieval cartographers). 

The British, who conquered 
Palestine in 1927, refused to 
recognize the concession (which 
had not yet been exercised) and the 
Greek government sued on behalf 
of Mavroznmatls who was entitled 
to their "consular protection" in 
the International Court in The 
Hague. Mavrommatls won the day 
and assured himself a place in most 
books on international law. 

In 1926 a British company, 
Balfour-Beatty, acquired the con- 
cession from Mavrommatls and 
erected a power station on 
Bethlehem Road near the railway 
station. 

The division of Jerusalem in 1948 
led to the erection of another power 
station in Wadi Joz In 1950 and the 
sale of Balfour-Beatty's rights and 
plant in West Jerusalem to the 
Israel Electric Corporation in 1954. 
In 1957 a consortium of seven 
municipalities and some 2,000 
private shareholders acquired the 
Wadi Joz plant and the concession 


from Balfour-Beatty. The conces- 
sion is due to expire on January l. 
1988. 

Following the reunification of the 
city in 1967 the company was allow- 
ed to continue to operate mainly for 
political reasons. The tremendous 
expansion of Jewish suburbs In the 
formerly Jordanian controlled 
parts of the city, the establishment 
of settlements and the erection of 
army bases — all of which fall In 
the corporation's concessionary 
area, imposed a tremendous de- 
mand on Its resources. The annual 
growth rate of the JDEC during the 
seventies was some 25-30 per cent. 

In 2972 the JDEC agreed to 
purchase electricity in bulk from 
the Israel Electric Corporation. Ac- 
cording to some sources, over 70 
per cent of its present supply is 
drawn from the national grid. 

However, frequent power failures 
have led to demands by the Jewish 
residents of the new suburbs that 
the concession be taken over by the 


Israeli corporation. Allegations of 
technological Incompetence and 
management fallings were also 
levelled at the company, which is 
the -largest single employer in the 
West Bank. 

Board chairman Anwar Bey 
Nusseiba yesterday published a 
notice “rejecting the government's 
notice that it Intends to acquire the 
concession, and said that any 
failures by tbe company to satisfy 
its customers have been caused by 
the Israeli government's opposition 
to Jordan serving as a guarantor 
for credit to purchase four large- 
generators. 

Legal sources In Jerusalem ex-, 
plained last night that the govern- 
ment had exercised a clause in the 
concessionary agreement which 
allowed It to acquire the concession 
on December 31 every five years. If 
it was not excercised now, the. 
government would have to wait 
another five years. In accordance

John Robinson 
to be UK envoy 


' John Armstrong Robinson, CMG, 
will become Britain's new am- 
bassador to Israel In March. He will 
succeed Ambassador John Mason, 
who will be leaving in February. 

Robinson, 54, married and the 
father of two, has been Britain's 
Number 2 official In the embassy in 
Washington for the past two years.

Sharon’s farm exceeds 
water quota by half

Jerusalem Post Reporters 
Water consumption at 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon's 
Negev farm tar exceeds the legal 
limit, and even goes beyond the 
"lrregul&ritiea'' of most Negev 
settlements. 

This emerges from statistics 
published by the Water Commis- 
sion in the Agriculture Ministry last 
February. The overuse of water at 
the farm has been brought up by 
Knesset members as evidence of a 
conflict of interest between 
Sharon's job in the government and 
his ownership of the farm. 

A source In the cabinet told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday: 
"Sharon’s farm uses as much water 
tor Irrigation, as do two average 
moshavlm in the same part of the 
Negev, for their irrigation and their 
household needs combined.” 

The cabinet source added: "As 
tbe minister in charge of fixing 
water prices, there is a clear con- 
flict of interest in Sharon's case, 
and the quantity at water involved 
magnifies tbe conflict at Interest. 
After all, the man is consuming as 


much water as 200 average farming 
families, for a single business. That 
doesn’t prove corruption, by any 
means, but the risk cannot be ruled 
out." 

The water commission report, 
leaked to the press yesterday, says 
the farm's quota Is 762,000 cubic 
metres of water per year, but In 
1976-77 it used 1,186.000 cubic 
metres and in 2977-78, it used 1,108,- 
000 cubic metres, excesses of 66 per 
cent and 45 per cent respectively 
. One of . Sharon's neighbouring 
settlements. Or Hauer, used 1.67B.- 
000 cubic metres the first year and 
1.710,000 cubic metres the second, 
exceeding its quota of 1,578,000 by 
6.3 per cent and 8.3 per cent. 

Kibbutz Erez exceeded its quota 
by 21 per cent and 9.5 per cent. 
Quotas and excesses for several 
other settlements were listed in the 
statistics, and only one came 
anywhere near the excesses of 
Sharon’s farm. 

Sharon’s water quota was raised 
In 1977-78 from 485.000 to 762.000 
cubic metres, proportionally a 
much greater increase than those 
awarded his neighbours.

Norwegian shot dead by 
suspicious Nahaxiya man

NAHARIYA. — Police and a UN 
security team are investigating the 
fatal shooting late Tuesday night 
here of a Norwegian civilian by a 
local resident who apparently mis- 
took him tor a terrorist. 

The victim, Jans Jenls Lund, 30, 
was a technician on leave from UN 
headquarters in the Suez Canal 
town of Ismalllya. He reportedly 
came here to explore the possibility 
of joining the UN peace k eepin g 
torce in South Lebanon, UNIF1L, 
many of whose personnel live in 
this northern resort town. 

It was reported that the shooting 
occurred close to mi dnight Tues- 
day, when a~Naharlya resident 
sensed that someone was trying to 
open the door to his apartment. He 
grabbed an Uzi submachine gun 
which he is licensed to possess, 
opened the door and saw a man 


fleeing. 

According to tbe Israeli, he 
shouted that he was armed and 
ordered the man to stop, threaten- 
ing that otherwise he would shoot. 
The man continued running, and 
the Israeli fired one shot, which kill- 
ed the Norwegian. 

A preliminary investigation In- 
dicated that the UN man had 
perhaps erred In identifying the 
apartment In which he was sup- 
posed to have been staying. 

Nahariya Mayor Ephraim Sharir 
yesterday expressed the town's 
sorrow over Lund's death. 
Nevertheless, he explained that 
"we have lived in a state of 
heightened tension ever since the 
sneak attack” by terrorists last 
year which resulted In four deaths. 
"People here live on the alert for 
any suspicious - movement at 
night," he said. 


Finance c’tee clamps down 
on cash grants to yeshivot

The Knesset Finance Committee 
decided yesterday to stop handing 
out funds to religious institutions 
that don't meet set criteria and 
don't have' approval from the 
Religious /Affairs Ministry. 


The dftSfsion was passed at the in- 
sistenoe -of -Alignment members' 
and Yigael Cohen-Orgad (Likud). 

Until now — and even yesterday 
— the committee has given han- 
douts to institutions connected to 
religious political parties. Tbe 
more vociferous the party, the 
more money went to their yeshivot. 
If the Religious Affairs Ministry 


failed to approve the allocation, the 
Treasury would simply by-pass 
that ministry with its open hand. 
Yesterday the committee approved 
a sum of ILl8m. to nine Itri 
religious institutions, headed by 
Rabbi Mordecbal Oliphant. Among 
the institutions is the Neve 
Yehoshuat'. vacation home: '.Rabbi 
Menahem Hacohen.MK, said a 
special committee should be set up 
to consider grants to religious 
bodies because of their importance 
"for God and Israel.” They would 
have to close without support, he 
said. Cohen-Orgad and MK Adi 
Amoral demanded a list of all in- 
stitutions which have received 
grants this year.

with Israeli law the Energy 
Minister had given notice of his in- 
tention to exercise this option 
regarding the JDEC operations in 
Jerusalem. The military governor 
of Judea and Samaria who replaced 
the Jordanian government had 
done the same for those areas 
which Israel recognized were sub- 
ject to international law. 

These sources explained that 
Moda'I's notice was based on an 
earlier cabinet decision, but it 
appears that Justice Minister 
Shmuel Tamir, for one, was not 
aware of this decision. While 
acknowledging that the factual 
situation seemed to favour the 
government, one senior legal 
source noted that the question was 
"not without Its legal hazards — not 
to speak of the political im- 
plications.” 

Nusselba earlier this week 
suggested that the corporation 
might also take the case before the 
International Court In The Hague, 
and a company representative went 
to Amman yesterday to discuss the 
question with the Jordanian 
government A private company 
(or Individual) does not have stan- 


ding in the International Court but 
it was suggested that Jordan was 
very likely to adopt and sponsor the 
Issue. One observer noted wryly 
that the result might well be a deci- 
sion on the contested status of 
Jerusalem. 

In 1972, the High Court of Justice 
rejected a suit brought by the JDEC 
against the defence minister, who 
bad ordered that Hebron be linked 
up to Israel’s national grid. The 
grounds for that decision were that 
the Jordanian government had fail- 
ed to specifically extend the conces- 
sion to Hebron (although a Jorda- 
nian law passed early in 1967 did ex- 
tend the concession but required a 
specific decision of the Council of 
Ministers) and that the military 
government had the obligation un- 
der International law to guarantee 
the welfare of the citizens — this in- 
cluding an adequate supply of elec- 
tricity.

Negev airfields cost more; work on schedule

The two Negev airfields Currently 
under construction will cost over 
fib., 20 per cent more than tbe 
original budgeted sum. 

Speaking to military cor- 
respondents yesterday, the Israeli 
and American directors of the pro- 
ject said that work was proceeding 
on schedule, and that the 
programme will soon move from 
the preparatory stage to physical 
Imp] em entatlon. 


General Paul Hartung, head of 
the American team here, said that 
recent purchases of equipment and 
supplies, such as cement and iron, 
from local manufacturers had been 
far bigger tban originally en- 
visaged. 

Hartung admitted that the cost- 
plus system used for the airfields 
would cost Israel about 20 per cent 
more than originally estimated. 
But this, he said, was because the 
airfields had to be operational by 


April 25, 1982. 

Both airfields, and a third to be 
built entirely by Israel at Tel 
Malbata. were planned 100 per cent 
by Israeli architects and engineers. 
And, Hartung added, the technical 
expertise of Israelis he was in con- 
tact with is comparable to that 
found In tbe U.S. 

The Israeli programme 
manager, Tat-Aluf Moahe Bar -To v. 
reported that cooperation with the 
Americans was highly satisfactory.

El Al'a board of directors yester- 
day appointed an economic team to 
prepare the company’s budget for 
1980-1981 by the end of this month 
and promised that this budget 
would not be exceeded. This team 
will also prepare a long-range work 
programme which will be com- 
pleted by February 15. 

A second team has been ap- 
pointed to plan the airline's 
marketing strategy and present 
suggestions for Improving El Al's 
sendees. 

A third team in charge of man- 
power was appointed. This team 
will prepare personnel cuts and 
voluntary pension programmes, as 
well as handling the recently 
achieved work agreements. 

El A1 is planning a 40 per cent in- 
crease in charter flights and is 
preparing an expansion 
programme for itomibsldiary firms 
for charter flights!..,- .... 

Sources in El A1 said the com- 
pany’s workers welcomed Shavit' s 
promise to help replace dismissed 
workers, calling this an "un- 
precedented" act on the part of 
management. 


Infants smallpox 
shots to end 


The Knesset will shortly be asked 
to approve legislation ending the 
routine vaccination of babies 
against smallpox, tbe Health 
Ministry announced yesterday. 

The move follows the World 
Health Organization's declaration 
that smallpox has been wiped out 
throughout the world. 

The ministry says that 48 coun- 
tries, Including the U.S., the UK 
and those in Europe, no longer 
routinely vaccinate their infants. 
Only 36 countries still demand vac- 
cination certificates from entering 
tourists and the Health Ministry 
will continue to make vaccinations 
available for those travelling to 
such countries. 


New guide to 
Jerusalem 
street names

An updated, 327-page guide to 
Jerusalem street names, historical 
sites and Institutions compiled by 
octogenarian David Benvenisti has 
just been published. 

Beginning with an introduction 
by Mayor Teddy Kollek, "Rchorof 
yrmhalayltti" ("Jerusalem 
Streets") lists over 1,500 
thoroughfares In the capital, their 
locations and a brief explanation of 
the origin of the name. 


In a separate section of the paper- 
back. the author lists dozens of per- 
sonalities whose names are only 
hinted at In street names by 
acronyms or descriptions. The 
guide includes Arabic street names 
and origins in the eastern part of 
the city and in neighbouring 
villages. 

Benvenisti, Uie father of former 
Jerusalem deputy-mayor and 
author Meron Benvenisti, has add- 
ed dozens of new streets to the 
guide, which appeared in the first 
edition three years ago. The 
current Hebrew edition, which in- 
cludes a highly detailed 
topographical city map to locate 
the streets, is sold tor IL140 in 
bookstores. An English-language 
edition is planned. 


"1 know every single street in 
Jerusalem," claims David 
Benvenisti. who came on aliya from 
Salonika in 1919. The author, a 
member of the city's street-naming 
committee, says he still receives 
many calls from residents cither 
complaining about a name given to 
their street or requesting a new or 
different name. 


The street-naming committee 
held a special session yesterday at 
city hall to mark the appearance of 
the new edition. 


Jordan Rift council formed 


SHLOMZION (Itlm). — The Jordon 
Rift Local Council officially came 
into being yesterday when Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg gave council 
members their letters of authority. 
Present to mark the occasion at the 
Shlomsion regional centre, near the 
war memorial for those who fell In 
the area, were settlers from an 
area extending from Jericho in the 
South to the Belt Sbean approaches 
In the North. 

Joining Burg were the head of the 
Jewish Agency's Settlement 
Department, Mattltyabu Drobless. 
Major-General Moahe Levy, O.C. 
Central Command, and military 
government officers. 

Residents of the area on Tuesday 
elected their council and Its chair- 
man, Yiarael Nedivl, of the 
religious settlement Mebola. 

"I know of no other state In this 
region of the Middle East which can 
compete with us In stability and 
military might," Burg told the 
gathering. 


Burg said that Israel must be 
seen as a stable* element in the 
region, and the country and Its 
economic, security and political 
needs must be taken into considera- 
tion. 

The autonomy scheme envisaged 
for the West Bank and Gaza was. 
Burg told the audience, an Israeli 
plan to create an opportunity for 
co- existence between 'Jews and 
Arabs. But, he stressed, this did not 
mean that if the experiment were 
tried, the government of Israel 
could agree to a situation In which 
Jews would be deprived of the right 
to settle anywhere In Eretz Y Israel. 

Nedivl, saying some settlements 
in the area had been set up on land 
belonging to absentees, added that 
he feared they might have to be 
vacated if .the absentee owners 
returned under tbe autonomy plan. 
He called on the government to 
change the law In everything 
relating to the status of the 
settlements and even to annex the 
area. 


‘Israel not keeping abreast 
of PJLO’s campaign in U.S.*

While the country's news media 
are doing a fine job of following the 
development of Egypt! an-Iaraeli 
relations and reporting the news of 
the administered areas, Israeli 
journalists are failing to keep 
abreast of decisive shifts now tak- 
ing place within the ranks of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

This was one of the points made 
In Jerusalem last night by 
Professor Emmanuel Si von, noted 
Hebrew University expert on the 
Arab and Islamic world. Siv&n, 
along with Israel TV's Arab affairs 
correspondent Ehud Ya'arl, ad- 
dressed a symposium on "Nor- 
malization of Relations with Egypt 
and some of Its limitations." 

The symposium, at Beit Agron, 
was part of award ceremonies at 
which Ze’ev Schlff, military cor- 
respondent of "Ha’aretz," received 
the second annual Ted R. Lurie 
Prize for his series of articles on the 
attitudes of Egyptian military 
leaders and other officials towards 
a peace settlement with Israel. The 
HA5.000 prize is named for the late 
Ted Lurie, editor of The Jerusalem 
Post from 1955 till 1974. 

The PLO, said Sivan, Is In the 
midst of a major campaign — es- 
pecially In the U.S. — to present 
itself as a more flexible element In 
the Middle East dispute. 

As for normalization of relations 
between this country and Egypt, 
Sivan believes many thoughtful 
Egyptians are apprehensive. He 
said: “A deluge of Israeli guests at 
Egyptian night clubs, or some deals 


between enterprising Israeli and 
Egyptian -businessmen, are not 
what Egypt is really interested in. 
That country needs Western 
capital, and that Is something we 
cannot offer them. 

"As for know-how, prominent 
Egyptians have already stated that 
Israeli know-how is only 
transplanted Western expertise. So, 
why get It from the Israelis when it 
can be got directly from Its 
source?" 

Ya'arl observed that "the people 
there (In Egypt) think In terms of 
normalization of relations with 
Israel but not with Zionism — and 
here we have a very important dis- 
tinction." 

Ya'arl also spoke of the “silent 
boycott" of Israel by several of 
Egypt's leading Journalists. "While 
Israeli newsmen scrambled to get 
to Egypt, many of our counterparts 
there still refuse to set foot In 
Israel. What Is more, there are 
quite a few veteran foreign service 
staff in Cairo wbo have already 
served notice that they will accept 
assignments anywhere In the world 
except Israel. 

"These arc a few of the facts of 
life we Israelis must bear in mind 
as we approach the day of exchang- 
ing ambassadors with Egypt." 

The Ted Lurie Fund for the an- 
nual prize was established In 2977 
by Lurie's family. The Jerusalem 
Post and the Jerusalem Journalists 
Association. Members of this year's 
panel of judges were Tzila Lurie, 
Mosbe Hovav of Israel Radio. 
Yehoshua Tadmor of "Davar”. 
Erwin Frenkel of The Jerusalem 
Post, and MX Sblomo Hlllel.

Eight new 
jails needed

Israel's prison population Is ex- 
pected to double .in tbe next is 
years. This will require the con- 
struction of another eight prisons to ' 
accommodate a prison population 
1 of 5,500 in 1992, according to a study 
published yesterday which was 
prepared by tbe National Planning 
Authority and commissioned by the 
Interior Ministry. 

The study notes that Israel lags 
far behind. In the standard of its 
prisons. The group accepts as its 
premise the recommendations of 
the Council of Europe published In 
the early 70’s regarding the 
facilities to be provided in the 
prisons. 

On this basis r the study states 
that the optimal area tor a prison is 
some 300 dunams. A prison on such 
an area should be designed to hold 
between 360 and 400 prisoners. 

Three of the suggested eight 
prisons should be for young 
offenders and the study reaffirms^ 
earlier reports that one of these 
most be built Immediately. 

The suggested geographical dis- 
tribution of the prisons, based on 
the projected dispersion of 
prisoners, envisages tour prisons In 
the North, three in the centre and 
one In the South. 
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Khaled names new 
Saudi army chiefs 


RIYADH (AP) . — King Khaled ap- 
pointed new commanders for Saudi 
Arabia’s armed forces yesterday in 
a shake-up apparently prompted by 
dissatisfaction with the way the at- 
tack on Mecca’s Grand Mosque last 
month was handled. 

Three royal decrees broadcast 
over the state radio In Riyadh, the 
capital, named Maj. Gen. 
Mohammed as-Saleh Ham mad 
chief of staff, Maj. Gen. Abdel Maj- 
ed All Am run commander of land 
forces and Maj. Gen. Mohammed 
Sabrl commander of the air force. 

The appointments climaxed the 
biggest military and ad- 
ministrative shake-up in Saudi 
Arabia since the 1975 assassination 
of King Faisal. 

The former chief of staff, Maj. - 
Gen. Osman He maid, was pen- 
sioned off on December 21, two 
weeks after the Mecca mosque 
were flushed out from 
Islam's holiest shrine. 

The most significant ad- 
ministrative change after the 14- 
day mosque siege was Monday's* 
announcement that Prince Fawaz 
Bln Abdul Aziz has resigned his 
post as governor of Mecca, the city 
where the attack on the Holy Mos- 
que was mounted on November 20.

The Ben- Asher Codex which, ac- 
cording to news agency reports 
from London, President Anwar 
Sadat has agreed be moved from 
the Karaite synagogue In Cairo for 
restoration work abroad, Is in fact 
merely a version of the Prophets. 

It was described In reports this 
week as "possibly the oldest 
Hebrew Bible In existence." 

The Ben- Asher Codex is at- 
tributed to Moshe Ben- Asher, 
father of the more distinguished 
Aharon Ben-Asher who wrote the 
Aleppo Codex. Tbe latter codex Is 
the oldest extant, and the definitive 
manuscript of the entire Bible. It Is 
In Jerusalem, at the Yad Ben-Zvl 
Institute. 

A facsimile of the Aleppo Codex 
was published In Jerusalem three 
years ago by a research team head- 
ed by Moshe Goshen -Gottsteln.

Local ~<^emaf Owners Associa- 
tion chairman Yehuda Doran ex- 
plained yesterday that appeals to 
city hall for a reduction In the tax, 
which makes movie tickets more 
expensive In Haifa, had been 
fruitless. Even the association's 
national chairman, Michael 
Mughrabi of Tel Aviv, had cabled 
Mayor Arye Gurel with an offer to 
mediate, he claimed, but Gurel’* of- 
fice bad replied that the mayor was 
too busy. 

"We're sorry to have to close 
down. With today's spiralling costs, 
we cannot make ends meet," Doron 
told reporters last month. "Atten- 


dance has fallen off to a point where 
income no longer covers operating 
costs, not to mention yielding a 
profit." Raising prices further 
would be no solution, the owners 
stated,: because attendance wpuld 
then drop even more? 

• Instead of announcing the weekly 
p rogr a mme; cinema po s ters along 
Haifa aidewalks. JhiSt. weekr notify: 
the public of the impending closure 
and explain its background. Some 
800 employees, most of them disabl- 
ed veterans, face dismissal, the 
owners claim. 

The city hall spokesman yester- 
day, however, denied that Haifa 
cinemas were being treated worse 
than their Tel Aviv or Jerusalem 
counterparts. He said that the city 
had already promised to consider 
the owners' plea in April, when the 
next fiscal year begins, and claim- 
ed that Haifa was already refun- 
ding an average of 50 per cent of the 
tax it collects, compared to 80 per 
cent in Tel Aviv. 


Russian absorption said ‘catastrophic’ 


The absorption' of Russian im- 
migrants was scored sb 
" catastrophic" by. the. head of the 
Russian Immigrant Association, 
Grisha Feigln, during a recent 
meeting with allya activists. 

Feigln blamed the fan-off in Rus- 
sian immigration on absorption 
procedures which he said 
frustrated both the immigrants and 
the officials in charge of absorp- 
tion.

Workers lose, self-employed favoured 

Histadrut blasts delays in 
updating tax brackets

The Histadrut yesterday reopen- 
ed Its campaign against the govern- 
ment, demanding more frequent 
adjustment of Income tax brackets. 
Current delays, coming at a time of 
high inflation rates, are causing 
serious discrimination against 
wage earners and benefiting the 
self-employed and corporations, 
the labour federation claims. 

Histadrut leaders Naftaii Ben- 
Moshe and Yoram Barzllal said 
yesterday that they were deman- 
ding an adjustment of the tax 
brackets at least every three 
months, though they argued that 
once a month would be even better. 

One of the reasons the Histadrut 
has decided to begin a campaign for 
more frequent tax table updating 
now, it was learned, is in response 
to the feeling that Secretary- 
General Yeroham Meahel was 
tricked Into signing the January 
Cpst -of- Living increase agreement 
on unfavourable terms. He had 
been demanding that the average 
salary 'at* HrireWd of 19797 about 
1146,000, be declared the ceiling for 
the C-o-L payments. But the phrase 
"average wage tor 1979" which 
works out to only about IL12’ 1 000, 
was slipped past him Instead by 
Finance Ministry aide Haim 
Hacham. 

The Hlstadrut’s immediate de- 
mand, Ben-Moshe and Barzllal said 
yesterday, is that workers receive a 
5 per cent discount on Income tax 
paid, since the self-employed are 
able to delay payment of part of 
their tax for between six months 
and a year. 

• Meanwhile, a memorandum 
spelling out the erosion of salaries 
which has resulted from failure to 
update tax brackets was published 
yesterday by Knesset Finance 
Committee economist Semadar 
Elhananl. It showed that on a 
December income of 1140,260, the 
rate for Income tax plus national In- 
surance payment was 25.4 per cent, 
compared to 22.9 per cent in Oc- 
tober for the same income in real 
terms, and 18.8 per cent in July 
1975, when the current system of in- 
come tax calculation was In- 
stituted. 


Similar analysis of a December 
1979 Income of IL35.365, showed a 
tax of 36.2 per cent compared to 32.9 
per cent in October and 26.3 per 
cent in 1975. Elhananl further ex- 
plained that someone who worked 
26 days in December 1979 and 
grossed IL20.000, tolled 6.6 days to 
pay the month's tax, while taxes on 
the same real salary in 1975 re- 
quired only 4.75 days of labour. 

A recent Bank of Israel 
memorandum told a similar story 
from another angle: for the first 10 
months of 1B79, Income tax revenue 
from employees rose 39 per cent in 
real terms compared to 1978. while 
receipts tram the self-employed 
were up only 8.4 per cent and from 
corporations 10 per cent. 

Ben-Moshe and Barzilai told 
reporters yesterday that the 
Histadrut was opening a general 
campaign against tax inequalities 
and against illegally gained 
"Mack" money. They alleged that, 
despite all the campaigns and tax 
collectors' activity, the state has 
been unable to keep up with the 
pace of tax evasion; According to 
Histadrut figures, evasion and 
breaks given to the self-employed 
amounted to some IL20b. in lost 
revenue in 1979. 

The Histadrut will also demand 
tax deductions on premiums paid 
workers for high productivity and 
for night-shift work, the two 
spokesmen declared. They called 
as well for application of the law 
concerning taxes which should be 
paid, but are not, by stockbrokers, 
corporations and diamond 
merchants on their profits. 

According to figu»~a published 
recently by the State Revenue Ad- 
ministration, total tax Income for 
April-December 1979 reached 
11434b., an increase of 103 per cent 
over the same period in 1978. Of 
this, income tax accounted for 
IL78b., up 10B per cent over the 
previous year. No breakdown was 
given for employees and self- 
employed. Customs and excise 
department revenue was IL55b., an 
increase of only 98 per cent. 
Observers attribute the low figure 
both to a drop In imports and failure 
to effectively collect purchase tax.

The cabinet vs. farmer 


Sharon 


Bitterness is building up In the 
cabinet against Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon who is in- 
sisting on keeping his big Negev 
ranch, despite the conflict of in- 
terest arising from his cabinet post. 

Bitterness has grown so much 
since the Kennet Committee 
studied the problem of conflict of in- 
terest at the cabinet's request, that 
Sharon is now completely Isolated 
in the cabinet. 

The Kennet Committee, while 
mainly concentrating on problems 
of general principle, s&ld flatly that 
Sharon must either quit the cabinet 
or give up his farm. 

When Prime Minister Menehem 
Begin brings up the Kennet Com- 
mittee report at next Sunday's 
weekly cabinet session, as he has 
already announced, not one single 
minister is expected to apeak in 
Sharon’s favour, according to a 
quick survey of several ministers* 
opinions. 

Under the Asher Committee rules 
on conflict of Interest, which of- 
ficially came into force on October 
28, 1977, all ministers and their 
deputes had to present a statement 
of business and financial under- 
takings to the State Comptroller, 
also listing their outside earnings 
and involvement — if any — in in- 
stitutions connected with govern- 
ment administration. 

Although some ministers, such as 
Begin himself, had "nothing to 
declare," others reported to Comp- 
troller Yitzhak Nebenzahl on con- 
siderable business activities, which 
they had to transfer to others, un- 
der the new conflict of interest 
rules. 

A neutral source inside the 
cabinet told The Jerusalem Post: 
"The ministers who gave up a great 
deal under the conflict of interest 
rules are annoyed at Sharon for 
clutching firmly on to what they 
were ready to waive. The ministers 
who had nothing to lose to begin 
with feel that he is not playing the 
game. Instead, be is making his 
own rules." 

In fact, the Asher Committee 
rules, introduced over 26 months 
ago, have created two economic 
classes inside the cabinet: one, of 
ministers who placed themselves at 
a material disadvantage as the 

Judges: MDs must 
obey traffic laws too 

TEL AVIV (Itlm). — A doctor's 
appeal against his speeding convic- 
tion on grounds that his profession 
required him to rush to attend 
patients was rejected out of hand by 
Tel Aviv District Court yesterday. 

Dr. Karl De Fries of Haifa was 
stopped last June going 108 kph 
near Netanya on his way to Tei 
Aviv. He was fined 114.000 and told 
that his licence would be suspended 
if he committed any other 
violations within two months. He 
appealed, and it was then dis- 
covered that he had been stopped 
for .speeding twice before In Haifa. 
Each time he had pleaded that he 
was rushing to or from an urgent 
case. 

The judges sharply rejected what 
they called the world view the doc- 
tor had defined for himself, accor- 
ding to which Israeli citizens must 
obey traffic laws — but doctors not.

price for taking office; and the 
other, containing only one minister. 
Sharon, who keeps his portfolio as 
well as his business, and does not 
accept the state comptroller's 
authority. 

The list of ministers who had to 
give up interests of one kind or 
another is quite long. 

Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
was in aviation manufacturing in 
Carmlel; Deputy Premier Slmha 
Ehrlich had an optica plant: 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
was In dairy and related products; 
Minister without Portfolio Moahe 
Nlsslm ran a law office; Justice 
Minister Shmuel Tamir ran a law 
office; Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Minister Gideon P&tt ran 
an investment corporation 
specializing in cold storage; and 
Energy Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
was on the board of Revlon 
Cosmetics. 

In addition to such active enter- 
prises, several ministers who own- 
ed shares on the stock exchange, 
government bonds, or foreign 
currency accounts, had to relin- 
quish them and convert them into 
Israeli currency. They all lost 
money as a result. 

Some of the steps required of the 
ministers seem too drastic today, 
though perhaps they may not have 
been at the time. Moda'i, who had 
non-negotiable shares in Revlon’s 
U.S. parent corporation, had to 
hand them back in New York, at a 
nominal price. Deputy Premier 
Yigael Yadln had to resign from the 
board of the Israel Academy; 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg had to 
seek special permission to take fees 
for lecturing in Yiddish. 

But despite one evening paper's 
rumour, Sunday’s cabinet meeting 
is not expected to give Sharon a 
deadline in which to make up his 
mind. 

There is no legal way of directly 
dismissing a cabinet minister. 
There is. however, an indirect way, 
whereby the prime minister first 
resigns, thus causing the resigna- 
tion of the entire cabinet, after 
which he can reconstitute the 
cabinet, minus the offending 
minister. 

But Begin Is not expected to go as 
far as this, for the time being at 
least. 


What is more likely to happen,- 
and probably after two or three ; 
cabinet sessions, is that the prime; 
minister will table a motion endor- 
sing the Kennet Committee report- 
in toto. The effect of this would be to 
underline the committee's sharp 
strictures against Sharon, and its 
ruling that he cannot remain both a 
minister and a farmer. 

Such cabinet endorsement would 
also entail tabling on amendment to 
the Basic Law: Government, which 
would obligate ministers to avoid 
conflict of Interest. (At present no 
such law exists, there is merely the 
cabinet decision to implement the 
Asher Committee rules on conflict 
of interest.) 

The passing of a new amendment 
would make it an offence for Sharon 
to keep his farm. However, en- 
dorsement of the Kennet Com- 
mittee report would also entail the 
government's creating a new public 
committee of three, a type of in- 
dependent tribunal chaired by a' 
judge, with powers to approve 
solutions in difficult cases. 

One legal authority told The Post- 

that Sharon would then be entltled- 
to take his case to this tribunal, ex-; 
plain the difficulty caused by him 
not having adult children, and ask 
' for advice. 

If Sharon were to waive his pre- 
sent Insistence on having his wife 
Lily run the farm, and If he were , 
able to persuade his overseas! 
creditors to let him transfer 
management to a trusteeship cor--! 
poratlon, the mooted Independent - 
tribunal might well agree to hla 
continued ownership of the farm. ■' 
since he would then be detached 1 
from its every-day operation. ’ ;

LUSAKA (Reuter). — Guerrilla 
leader Joshua Nkomo appealed to 
his forces inside Rhodesia yester- 
day to report immediately to the 
rendezvous points set up by Com- 
monwealth troops under the 
colony's cease-fire arrangements. 

At the same time Nkomo, co- 
leader of the Patriotic Front, called 
on the British authorities in 
Rhodesia to extend the seven-day 
period allowed for the guerrillas to 
come in from the bush, saying the 
operation might take longer than 
two weeks. 

Speaking at a press conference, 
Nkomo said his Zimbabwe African 
Peoples Union (ZAPU) would tight 
the colony's pre-Independence elec- 
tions next month under the 
- Patriotic Front banner despite the 
' decision of his ally, Robert Mugabe, 


to campaign separately. I The Zim- 
babwe African National Union, led 
by Mugabe, has said It will cam- 
paign on its own but has left open 
the possibility of a post-election 
alliance with ZAPU.) 

Nkomo also spoke out against the 
use by the British governor. Lord 
Soames. of troops of the former 
Salisbury administration to deal 
with breaches of the cease-fire. 


"We handed over our army to the 
governor," he said, "and the use of 
the Salisbury forces against the 
Patriotic Front Is a very dangerous 
thing. It might destroy what we 
created so painstakingly." 

He did not, however, admit that 
his guerrillas had broken the cease- 
fire which came into effect last 
Saturday.

UK’s steel industry struck Turkey’s military chiefs warn politicians 


; LONDON. — A strike shut down 
Britain's state -owned steel Industry 
‘yesterday for the first time in 54 
. years. 

Steelworkers staged the stoppage 
to back demands for higher pay. 
They have refused an offer of a 6 
per cent increase and additional 
productivity payments. 

Sir Charles Villlers, chairman of 
the British Steel Corporation 
> (BSC), said that "the door remains 
wide open for talks to continue.” 

Major users of British steel, ln- 
' eluding car manufacturers, say 
they have enough stocks to maln- 
■tain production for at least one 
month. 

The strikers — 90,000 in the iron 
' and steel trades confederation and 


13,000 blast furnace men — want a 
16 per cent boost. Average weekly 
pay in the industry Is now £75. 

Industry Minister Sir Keith 
Joseph urged steelworkers to 
accept the pay and productivity 
deal or face the further decline of 
the debt-ridden, overmanned 
British steel Industry. 

It was the first major strike to 
confront the Conservative govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, whose party swept to 
power in the general election last 
May 3 following a "winter of dis- 
content" in which gravediggers, 
garbagemen, hospital cleaners and 
other municipal workers staged 
crippling strikes against a weak 
Labour government. (Reuter, AP)

Gandhi tipped in Indian polls today 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Indians 
vote today In a general election that 
‘ will decide whether they return In- 
dira Gandhi to power or give her 
political opponents another chance. 

Gandhi, 62, prime minister for 11 
years until her defeat at the polls in 
1977, says only her Congress Party 
can give this country of 650 million 
people stable government. 


The mid-term election, to be com- 
pleted In a second round of voting 
on Sunday, was called last August 


after two governments had resign- 
ed within six weeks. 

Gandhi's main rival is Jagjlvan 
Ram, 71, leader of the Janata Par- 
ty, which ruled India for 28 months 
until it split last July. 

Caretaker Premier Charan 
Singh, leader of the breakaway Lok 
Dal (People’s Party), who resigned 
after only 24 days in office, is an 
outsider. Most commentators 
predict Gandhi's party will emerge 
as the largest group In parliament, 
though without an overall majority. 


The state radio said armed forced 
chief of staff General Kenan Eyren 
and the commanders of the army, 
air force and navy and the para- 
military gendarmerie gave the 
president the message on Tuesday 
night. 

It gave no details, but experienc- 
ed diplomats here said the message 
was believed to be a final appeal to 
the feuding politicians to unite In 
the face of crisis or face a military 
takeover. 

Koruturk yesterday called In 
Prime Minister Suleyman Demlrel 
and opposition leader Bulent Ecevlt 
to discuss the military message. 

Afterwards, Demlrel, looking 
gloomy, told reporters the message 


would be broadcast later. "We now 
face a serious situation," he said, 
but added "My government has 
only been In power for 30 days, so 
obviously cannot be held reponaible 
for the problems facing the coun- 
try." 

Diplomats here compared 
Turkey's present crisis of economic 
hardship and political violence with 
the period before the military In- 
tervened peacefully in 1971 with a 
so-called "coup by communique." 

Demlrel, asked by reporters 
yesterday whether the latest 
military message was a similar 
communique, declined to comment. 

Diplomats, however, said they 
thought the message was more of a 
final warning to right and left-of- 
centre politicians to unite behind 
measures aimed at easing the 
crisis. 

Earlier, Evren, in a New Year's 
message to the armed forces, 
described the present situation as 
the gravest crisis since the

LONDON. — Some of the 
"students" who took over the U.8.

' Prof. Ronald Hilton wrote in 
yesterday's "Dally Telegraph" 
that Carter had been Informed of 
the KGB's participation when he 


met with the National Security 
Council on November 6. 

Hilton, who works at Stanford's 
Institute of International Studies, 
said the president had decided not 
to make the information public 
because he planned to pursue quiet 
diplomacy in an effort to free the 
American hostages. 

Hilton also wrote that the inter- 
national terrorist known as Carlos 
was probably involved in the em- 
bassy takeover.

It will make 
the present Argentine government 
responsible for the most people 
having been killed, after having 
been taken into custody, in the en- 
tire history of Latin America," the 
report said. The council also noted 
that it named Argentina the 
hemisphere's worst civil rights 
violator for the third year in a row.

Ti^ official vagueness 
over theba&HKM of numbers and the 
playlitf 2 ^^buud - with the inclusion 
or- exmtoton of the more than five 
nUffiouBlaoks said to be resident In 
or identified with the Xhosa and 
Tswana nations in the ostensibly is* 
.•dependent areas of the Transkei 
and Bophuthatswana, respectively, 
give an indication of the sensitivity 
surrounding tbe issue. 

The 1070 census figures accounted 
for 18.3 million Blacks, a.8 million 
Whites (57 per cent of whom we re 
Afrikaners), 2 .i million Coloureds, 
and 680,000 Asians. 

Official estimates for 1877 put the 
number of Black* at between 16 and 
17 million. A more realistic figure 
for Blacks in all tbe areas under 
South African control (Including the 
Transkei and Bophothatawana) 
would be a minimum of 23 million.

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THE GREATEST work presented 
during this week of sacred music is 
undoubtedly Verdi's "Requiem."

WHAT THERE Is general agree- 
ment on, is the future. The Black 
rate of natural Increase was put at 
3.6 per cent per year in 1070 and has 
been rising, not having reached its 
peak by the end of the decade. Tbe 
White rate of natural increase was 
2.1 per' cent a year and has been 
dropping; it is expected to continue 
to drop.

in countering it. 

Tbe potential military threat 
from Black African states is not 
taken too seriously. 

The main problem the ruling 
Afrikaners are attempting to tackle 
is the Internal one presented by the 
growing number of militant Blacks. 
One of these Afrikaners, In ticking

Benny 
Tabak and Moahe Schweitzer have 
been off form for much of this 
season, but there la no denying 
Maccabi's potential and a draw 
seems a likely result. 


AN INTERESTING clash lower 
down the table takes place in Kiryat 
Halm where llth-placed Haifa 
Hapoel are at home to X2th-placed 
Jerusalem Betar. The Haifa team, 
which had such a poor start to the 
season, has shown signs of a revival 
and none more so than the surprise

off the factors that have brought 
about the new thinking on a Total 
Strategy, said: "It is clear to all of 
us that we will not be able to keep 
the Blacks down for much longer." 

The main lines of the Total 
Strategy that have emerged so far 
are as follows: 


□ Proceed with the policy of in- 
dependent Black homelands, af- 
filiating as many Blacks os possible 
to those separate entities and thus 
thinning out the number of urban 
Blacks remaining In a White 
dominated South Africa. 

This will entail "consolidation " of 
the homelands, i.e. the addition of 
land to those areas beyond the 

limits set by the 1036 land laws for 

Black ownership, to permit, for ex- 
ample, the joining of the six bits of 
the Tswana “homeland" of 
Bophuthatswana into one con- 
tiguous area and the myriad silvers 
of KwaZulu In Natal, the planned 
Zulu homeland. Into two contiguous 
areas. 

□ Grant more, meaningful 
municipal self-government to the 
remaining urban Blacks in such 
areas as Soweto and the other 
townships on the outskirts of the 
cities and Industrial areas In White 
South Africa. 

□ Abolish as much of the petty 
apartheid that has brought South 
Africa into international disrepute 
as the assessment of the Intensity of 
a possible White backlash will per- 
mit. 

My guess la that a major shift 
from talk to action on the issue of 
petty apartheid will take place after 
Botha springs an early election on 
the country and consolidates his 
control of the Nationalist Party for 


a full four years, even at the risk of 
losing a dozen or more scats to right 
wing verkrampte (hard-line) 
Nationalists who would run on & 
separate list. 

The next general election ts 
scheduled for the end of 1931 but 
various informants told me that 
they believe Botha will coll a snap 
election by the end of 1980. 

□ Cement an alliance between the 
Whites and the disenfranchised 
Coloureds and Indians, thus 
creating a bloc of close to eight 
million "non-Blacks." iNote the 
shift from the traditional category 
of "non-whites" which provided the 
rationale for the application of dis- 
crimination to the Coloureds and In- 
dians too.) 

Earlier thinking in the Botha 
group Bpoke of the establishment of 
a three-tier political system for this 
new "non-Black" alliance. The 
latest thinking In response to 
Coloured and Indian rejection of the 
proposals speaks of a three- 
chamber parliament. The Coloured 
and Indian leadership la still not 
buying. 

Establish a constellation of states 
between a White (or non-Black) 
dominated South Africa, the seven 
projected "Independent" Black 
homelands, the independent former 
British protectorates of Lesotho, 
Swaziland and Botswana, and 
possibly going even further afield to 
include Zimbabwe, Zambia, 
Malawi, Mozambique and Indepen- 
dent Namibia. 

Thinking along these lines Is still 
vague, but what Is contemplated Is 
a form of confederation or economic 
community based on the primary 
condition that Black numbers will 
never be permitted to Influence the 


fine of the Whites In the core area of 
South Africa. 

One of the alternatives being 
studied is the scrapping of the pre- 
sent division of South Africa into 
four provinces and replacing it with 
a system of 12 regional authorities, 
five of which would be Black- 
dominated. The underlying assump- 
tion behind this alternative again 
being that the Whites in the other 
seven regions world not be outvoted 
by the preponderantly Black pop- 
ulation there. 

□ Adopt a crash programme for 
the economic and social "uplifting" 
of the urban Blacks in the White 
areas as a major weapon in defus- 
ing Black radlcallzation and bridg- 
ing White-Black social and 
economic differences. Minister 
Botha has been especially active in 
enlisting the support of the English- 
dominated private business com- 
munity for such a programme. 


Treasure hunting 


By BARTY PHtLUPS/London 


AS IMPRESSIVE to the foreign 
visitor as the Intellectual openness 
is the fact that all the rethinking In 
Botha's dramatic first year in office 
has gone on exclusively within the 
Afrikaner establishment. 

There has not been a serious 
attempt to bring in the Blacks or 
even the potential White allies 
among the Coloureds and Indians 
into this rethinking process. The 
revamping of South Africa's racial 
policy, to the extent that It get* off 
the drawing boards and Into real 
life, is to be Imposed on the non- 
White communities in traditional 
paternalistic fashion. 

Which, of course. Is the main 
weakness of tbe new strategy and 
the main reason for doubting 
whether it can succeed, even If one 
agrees with the assessment that tbe 
first hurdle of dealing with the 
White backlash can be handled by 
the new Afrikaner elite.

IN LESS than two months, a 
children's book called "Mas- 
querade" has become a runaway 
publishing success with almost a 
quarter at a milifon hardback copies 
In print. Who is the author of this 
fantastic book and what is the 
secret of his success? 

His name is Kit Williams and he 
does not think of himself as an 
author at all. He Is a painter, so ob- 
viously his Illustrations are a large 
factor In the book's success. 

But the reason thousands of 
adults and children rush out to buy 
the book Is that it is a treasure hunt. 

The story Is about a messenger 
who carries a love token from the 
moon to the sun sad loses it on the 
way. Kit Williams made the token 
out of gold and precious stones and 
has hidden it somewhere in 
England. 

It is worth 8X0,000 and whoever 
finds it keeps it. This winter 
months, hundreds of people have 
been digging up the English coun- 
tryside to try to find it, using clues 
and riddles with which the book 
bristles. 

Kit Williams's paintings are 
nearly all of country scenes. He 
concentrates on exquisitely detail- 
ed and observed objects — 
hedgerows, blades of grass, wild 
flowers, small wild animals like 
field mice and hares from the 
Gloucestershire countryside where 
he lives. All his pictures Include 
objects from his own life, faces of 
people he knows, toys and games 
belonging to daughter Polly, aged 
two. 

He has never had art training and 
joined the navy when he left school, 
working for four years as an elec- 
tronics engineer. After that he got 


jobs in factories. At first quite 
respdnsible ones, "but gradually 
the jobs got grottier and grottier 
because I found otherwise all my 
'think' was used up and I had no 
energy left for my painting in the 
evenings." 

He has never failed to sell a pain- 
ting. The idea of doing a book would 
never have occurred to him If Tom 
Maschler from Jonathan Cape, his 
London publishers, had not visited 
one of his exhibitions and suggested 
It. His immediate reaction was to 
say no. “I didn't see how I could do 
it, because It would take two or 
three years just illustrating one 
story. It would get too tedious." 

- But the idea took hold. "First I 
had to work out where to bury the 
jewel and invent a riddle as a clue. 
Then I spent the next three yean 

obscuring it." He ensconced 
himself In a stone shed at the back 
of his tiny Gloucestershire cottage, 
with a view of beech trees on the es- 
carpment opposite, and more or 
less stayed there until the book was 
finished. 

HE WROTE the story after all the 
paintings were finished and then he 
made the treasure, a gold hare. He 
and only one other person know 
where it Is. 

All the paintings were on wood. 
There was an exhibition of them at 
the time of publication, and all were 
sold for between 86.000 and 810,000 
each. 

The book is being translated Into 
French. The publishers were so 
enthusiastic they accepted the pic- 
tures with the English words and 
anagrams In the borders: each pic- 
ture has its own border and 


message.

Retail stores slashing prices

TEL AVIV. — Retail stores — In- 
cluding grocery stores — are 
slashing prices to courier a drop In 
sales. 

Private merchants started the 
trend In November, the chain stores 
followed suit last month, and food 
stores Joined them this month. 

All the managers of the stores 
claim that sales have been good un- 
til now. They say that the “sales 
fever" seems to have been a chain 
reaction. 

The Shekem Is holding a six- 
month sale of 184 basic goods, 
mainly foods which will be sold at a 
5 per cent reduction. In addition to 
tbe regular reduction of iZJS per 
cent. 

The two Hypershuk stores of 
Tnuva, In Rishon Lesion and Tlra 
near Haifa, are holding a sale of 154 
Items — some ot them until 
January 18, others until the end of 
the month. Michael Kooks, the 
head ot Tmiva's southern district, 
sold recently that the Items would 
be sold at a 10 per cent reduction. 

The Supersol chain of 40 super- 
markets all over tbe country have 
announced a month-long sale dur- 
ing January of 1,000 food and non- 
food items. 


1 they started a sale with up to 56 per 
cent reductions In fashion goods for 
men and women. 

For the first time In Its history. 
Kol Bo Shalom will be open this 
Saturday night for a furniture sale 
of up to 50 per cent. The sale will 
only last for five days — or less If 
the goods are Bold out. Next Sunday 
it will also start a "White Sale” 
which will last two weeks.

Inflation, taxes cause ‘Schneidman empire’ to close

TEL AVTV. — The Schneidman 
brothers have decided to close 
down their chain of retail clothing 
stores within three months. “We 
don't see how it Is possible to run 
them at a profit under the present 
economic and financial con- 
ditions," Ze'ev Schneidman, 49, 
said yesterday. 

Ze'ev and his brothers, Shalom, 
56, and Avinoam, 41, Inherited the 
business — as well as considerable 
real estate holdings — from their 
late father. 

The firm bas four stores In Tel 
Aviv, one at the Jerusalem HUton, 
and a sixth at Ayelet Haahahar. In 
Upper Galilee. One of the Tel Aviv 
stores specializes In leather goods. 

Schneidman la practically a 1 aud- 


io ark. Of the turnover In 1979, an es- 
timated ILSOm. came from Israelis 
and another $lm. came from 
tourists. 

Ze'ev Schneidman stressed 
yesterday that the decision to close 
the stores “for an Indefinite period" 
does not mean the firm has ran Into 
financial difficulties. “We are clos- 
ing them — believe me — from a 
position of strength. We decided not 
to keep them open and lose money, 
thus weakening our financial 
position." 

The firm does not plan to rent out 
the stores, "but we will continue to 


pay taxes — estimated at IL2.5m. to 
ILSm. a year — plus another IL500,- 
000 for electricity. 

Ze'ev Schneidman blamed the 
failure of the stores to moke a profit 
the administration's policy of 
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"taxing Inflationary profits, not 
real ones" at a time when inflation 
is more than 100 per cent a year. 
Paying taxes on Inflation means 
eating up capital, he noted. 

“In the crazy economy of Israel 
today, it Is more profitable for a 
firm like our* to take all Its money. 
Invest It in Index-linked bonds, sit at 
home, and earn a small bit of ln-

Meanwhile. the Paris 
Stockbrokers' Association yeater- 
day halted gold trading because 
massive buying orders and virtual- 
ly no sellers sent bids up to $665.80 
an ounce. 

The association first decided to 
suspend trading in the 20-franc 
Napoleon coin — the traditional 
refuge of small French investors — 
when it hit 700 francs ($187.00). up 
from 653 francs (5163.29) on Friday, 
the last trading day. The coin sells 
at much more than its gold content 
because of an Intrinsic value and its 
ease as a saving medium. 

It has been this sort of uncertain- 
ty and anxiety which has caused 
gold to make its spectacular in- 
creases in value since it began the 
3970a at an official pegged price of 
only $30 an ounce. 


Other precious metals have 
followed gold's price rise. Silver 
was making around $40 an ounce on 
European markets yesterday, 
which is a record level. 

Platinum Jumped sharply to be 
fixed at an all time high ef $72Q an 
ounce. Its previous peak was $700 
an ounce on December 27. 

The rush to precious metals had 
some effect on the dollar although 
trading on the foreign exchange 
markets was reported as quiet and 
moderate. 

The pound sterling traded In 
Europe at $2.2269. slightly above Its 
close on New Year's Eve or S2.21S0.

Chevron abandons 
oil wells in Sudan 

KHARTOUM, Sudan (APj. —

the two most recent wells being 
drilled, the official Sudanese news 
agency reported yesterday- 

Chevron Sudan manager Jim 
Payne said in on interview the two 
- wells proved to be dry holes, but the 
company has already begun drill- 
ing two other wells In the same area 
and expects results within a couple 
of months. 

Chevron, a subsidiary of Stan- 
dard Oil of America, announced In 
1976 that it had discovered the 
presence of 90 million barrels of low 
grade crude and 179 billion cubic 
feel of gas in the southern and Red 
Sea coastal area of Sudan. 

Since then it has drilled 11 holes 
in south and south-western Sudan, 
the agency said. 

State employer status 

Post Knesset Reporter 

The legal status of the state-aa- 
cmployer is equalized with that of 
any employer under an amendment 
to the Labour Court Law that pass- 
ed its first reading In the Knesset on 
Tuesday. 

The bill, which was Initiated by 
Moshe Amar (Alignment), also 
makes several other changes in the 
law.

Iran moves 
money from 
Europe 

TEHERAN ( AP». — A central bank 
official said yesterday that Iran 
moved part of Its estimated fi3b. In 
overseas accounts from banks in 
Europe to other nations as a 
precaution against possible UN 
sanctions. 

"I con just say that the money 
was transferred from European 
banks to banks in other countries," 
said All Mavl-Rad. head of 
overseas finances for Iran's 
Markazi Bank. 

"Generally speaking, it U true 
that we have taken actions to 
safeguard our interests in the event 
of sanctions," Mavi-Rad said. He 
refused to elaborate. 

He denied a report that Iran had 
transferred billions of dollars from 
Japanese banks to Algeria and 
Libya, but said the bank bad moved 
some of Its money between 
Japanese financial Institutions. 

Earlier Iranian sources said the 
government had moved 52b. from 
banks in Britain to banks In other 
European nations in anticipation of 
sanctions. 

The UN Security Council last 
weekend voted to consider sanc- 
tions against Iran If militants 
holding American hostages Inside 
the occupied U.S. embassy do not 
heed an earlier council resolution 
calling for their release no later 
than January 7. 

About S8b. were frozen in U.S. 
banks last November following the 
embassy takeover. 

Teheran, Tokyo 
agree on oil 

TOKYO (Reuter). — The 
governments of Iran and Jannn 
Monday reached basic agree- 
ment that Teheran would sell crude 
oil to Japanese Importers at an 
average price of 930 a barrel. 
Foreign Ministry sources said. 

Japanese trading companies and 
oil companies are expected to 
resume negotiations with the 
National Iranian Oil Company im- 
mediately on crude supplies to 
Japan in 1980, according to in- 
formed sources in Tokyo. 

The talks had been suspended 
last month because of fear that 
Japan's possible acceptance of a 
high price asked by Iran could 
Irritate the U.S. further in view of 
the Washington-Teheran crisis. 

Nigeria sets price of 
oil at $34 a barrel 

LONDON (Reuter) — Nigeria has 
increased the price of its crude oil 
from 18 naira (531.031 to 20 naira 
(584.48) a barrel, Lagoa radio 
reported yesterday. Nigeria is the 
second-largest foreign supplier of 
oil to the U.S. 

The radio, monitored here, 
quoted the managing director of the 
Nigerian National Petroleum Cor- 
poration as saying that the increase 
was intended to restore the com- 
petitiveness of Nigerian oil in Inter- 
national markets. 

Nigerian exports of nearly 1.1 
million barrels a day account for 
nearly 6 per cent of U.S. oil needs, 
just behind Saudi Arabia's 1.3 
million barrels, or a 7.2 per cent 
share. Nigeria is one of the more 
militant members of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries. 

Last Friday, U.S. sources said 
Libya proclaimed a January 1 price 
hike that would put the price of Its 
oil at 534.72 a barrel. The reported 
increase was in addition to the one 
announced earlier at a meeting of 
OPEC oil ministers in Venezuela.

DURIN G the past two yean the Histadrut, led by Its Secretary- 
General, Labour MK Yeroham Meabel, has time and again call- 
ed on the country's working people to rise in protest against the 
Likud government's economic policies. 

The Hiatadrut’s cause may have been laudable, at least some 
of the time, and its effort has largely been crowned with 
success. According to the Central Bureau of Statistics, real 
wages have more than held their own in the face of a runaway 
inflation. But the workers, moderately satisfied with their lot, 
have grown weary of protests. 

This was shown in the last-minute decision to call off the one- 
day nationwide strike that was to have been held last 
November, to protest Finance Minister Hurvitz’s massive food 
slashes. There was every indication that the strike would simply 
fizzle out. 

To avoid loss of face, and popularity, the Alignment majority 
in the Histadrut opted for a somewhat lowered profile, and the 
path of gingerly cooperation with the Treasury. Strongly prodd- 
ed by the Likud ininority within the labour federation, it en- 
dorsed, after some real soul-searching, Mr. Hurvitz's proposal 
for a fully linked cost-of-living allowance. Starting this month, 
the munificent new arrangement is to replace the earlier 70 per 
cent linkage decreed by the last Alignment regime. The pay off 
for it is presumably an undertaking by the Histadrut to keep the 
lid on workers’ demands, this year, for drastic revisions of ex- 
isting labour contracts. It appears, however, that the Histadrut 
has struck a pretty dubious bargain with the Treasury, «nri that 
It is just waking up to the fact. For in fact the allowance to be 
paid next month will compensate workers not fully but very par- 
tially for the steady erosion of their wages at the monthly rate of 
10 per cent, a world record today. The ceiling for compensation 
has been set, with Mr. Meshel's agreement, at 11*13,000, the 
average monthly wage during the past year. Since the price rise 
for which compensation is due has been computed as tbe 
difference between the average of June, July and August and 
that of September, October and November, workers earning 
that amount per month will receive an allowance of 20.9 per 
cent, while those making, say, HAO.OOO will have to make do 
with 16.8 per cent. 

These, moreover, are gross earnings. In net terms, the com- 
pensation will be 19.4 and 12.8 per cent respectively. 

This is the supposedly full compensation for a 65 per cent ac- 
tual price rise during the last half year. On the face of it, it is a 
trifle less than full. 

It need not take any high-powered econometric apparatus to 
predict that such niggardly indemnity for so massive a loss of 
real wages due to inflation will induce not a freeze on pay 
demands, but a rash of industrial disputes. 

So the Histadrut is now suggesting two amendments to the 
deal. First, it wants income tax concessions to employees, an 
the model of concessions granted to independents and com- 
panies. This is the counsel of despair, that will only be the coup 
de grace to the tax reform. One would rather expect the 
Histadrut to insist on better tax collection all around. 

The other amendment calls for aA u pdating of the tax 
brackets four times j and hot — as at present — twice a year. 
This is a perfectly reasonable proposal, that should go some 
way towards redressing the imbalance produced by Inflation. 


Sharon’s private farm 


EMBATTLED Israel owes General Arfk Sharon, one of the 
country's outstanding military leaders, a debt of gratitude. But 
it Is an outrage to suggest that this debt should he rendered in 
such a way as to place Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon above 
the law of the land. 

Yet that is the exact meaning of the dithering over the resolu- 
tion of the issue of Mr. Sharon's continued ownership of his — by 
Israel standards — mammoth farm. Prime Minister Begin and 
his government have been dragging their feet on this admittedly 
embarrassing issue for more than two years, ever since the 
Asher Committee submitted guidelines for the settlement of 
such conflict-of-interest problems of cabinet ministers. 

Those guidelines, it should be remembered, were themselves 
in the nature of a compromise. They did not bid cabinet 
ministers to summarily and unconditionally dispose of their 
businesses: ministers were in fact allowed to transfer posses- 
sion to their next-of-kin who have been actively engaged in ad- 
ministering such businesses. This provision was made in 
recognition of the fact that the cabinet formed by Mr. Begin in- 
cluded, for the first time in the country's history, a number of 
active, wealthy entrepreneurs. 

With only one exception, this has helped resolve the conflict 
problems of all ministers to the satisfaction of the State Comp- 
troller. The exception, which has by now been taken up 
successively by tbe State Comptroller, the Knesset State Con- 
trol Committee, cabinet committees and now finally a public 
committee, has been Arik Sharon's farm. 

True, Mr. Sharon has a special problem. He has no next-of-kin 
that would fit Into the Asher Committee's special dispensation. 
But then that means he must simply dispose of the farm. 

All the bodies that have dealt with the issue reached the same 
conclusion: that the conflict-of-interest potential in Mr. 
Sharon's continued control of his farm, while serving as a 
cabinet minister, is so glaring that it cannot be papered over 
with partial, makeshift arrangements. This is what Mr. Sharon, 
with Mr. Benin’s acquiescence, has been trying to do. 

The situation today, following tbe submission of the latest fin- 
dings by the Knesset Committee, is that both Mr. Sharon and 
Mr. Begin are finally faced with tbe need fora clear-cut choice: 
the Agriculture Minister must either sell his farm — or give up 
his seat in the cabinet. To allow Mr. Sharon to escape this dilem- 
ma through further procrastination, would indeed be to place 
him above the law; 

Mr. Sharon would doubtless want the people to believe tbat 
criticism of his refusal to part with the farm while serving In the 
cabinet — as well as criticism of his wanton use of public and un- 
authorized funds to install security arrangements on the farm — 
is politically motivated. 

The fact is that Mr. Sharon's farm and Mr. Sharon's politics 
are wholly unrelated issues. Except in one sense: tor it is plain, 
that, in seeking to bulldoze his way through, the super-patriotic 
Agriculture Minister thinks he can treat Judea and Samaria as 
though they, too, were his own private form.

WELFARE AT STAKE 


The government’s projected cutbacks in social workers is 
a dangerously shortsighted policy for a service that is 
already grossly understaffed, says ELJEZER D. JAFFE. 


THERE IS NO DOUBT that Israel 
la currently facing one of the most 
dangerous economic situations in 
its short history. Judging from our 
abject dependency on imported fuel 
supplies, (the cost of which is 
transferred directly to the con- 
sumer, resulting In a chain reaction 
of price rises and predictable in- 
flation), the future Is going to be a 
lot worse. Hopefully, foe tightening 
initiated by Finance Minister Hur- 
vitz's economic cabinet may trim 
some fat. Perhaps, too, it will con- 
vince some people that we cannot 
afford American life-styles here, or 
a work-ethlc and bureaucracy total- 
ly out of tune with foe needs of a 
struggling and socially volatile 
young country. 


old people, dependent children and 
struggling families have been 
cheated out of adequate social ser- 
vices and personal counselling 
which could have brought them into 
foe mainstream of Israeli society.

the social workers to brace 
themselves for an increase in 
clients. 


The tragedy behind these 
wholesale and Indiscriminate cuts 
in welfare services lies in two facta 
that have been overlooked by the 
finance minister. 


Some of foe so-called "social in- 
surances" like the children's 
allowances and old-age allowances 
of the National Insurance Institute, 
have lost over a third of their value 
due to Inflation and Knesset and 
Cabinet conspiracy to save' on these 
items. Mothers widowed by non- 
military or non-work-related 
causes are living on pitiful "pen- 
sions" and going out of their minds 
trying to make ends meet. And all 
the while the payments Into these so 
called "pension funds" and In- 
surances pile up reserves of tens of 
billions of lirot in the National In- 
surance Institute accounts. 


FIRST OF ALL. social services 
have been undermanned and poorly 
funded since long before the 
economic crisis, and thousands of

THE MANPOWER freeze in social 
services related to Project Renewal 
is a classic case of neglect. The 900 
positions contemplated for the pro- 
ject were new ones badly needed by 
those neighbourhoods slated for 
physical and social renewal. As a 
result of a shockingly poor trade-off 
between Hurvitz and Deputy 
Premier Yadln, the BOO positions 
will have to come from "existing 
positions In the various ministries. ' ’ 
This Is patently double-talk, for, as 
we have already said, the 
■ministries involved cannot supply 
even their own pre-Froject 
Renewal needs. 

In foe past few weeks, immigrant 
social worken who were carefully 
counselled and recruited from 
abroad by foe Ministry of Labour 
and Boclal Affairs, the Jewish 
Agency, and the Israel Association 
ofnodal Workers, have now been 
laid off newly-found jobs. It is im- 
moral to encourage aliya among 
these professionals, and ask them 
to learn the language during long 
months at an ulpon, only to find that 
jobs are not available. 

The blanket freeze on hiring 
social work manpower and foe at- 
titude towards Project Renewal are 
disgraceful. Prime Minister Begin 
should be quite clear about the local 
and International Implications 
before Project Renewal is jeopar- 
dized or turned Into a bricks-ond- 
mortar affair without social 
renewal. 


Dry Bones 
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THE SECOND fact about social 
services that has been overlooked 
by the finance minister is the essen- 


tially preventive aspect of those 
services and of social work in 
general. Unfortunately, cases of 
pathology are easier to count than 
cases of prevented pathology. But 
the main thrust of social work is 
toward prevention of social 
pathology and family breakdown. 

The wholesale cuts In social ser- 
vice manpower and resources will 
surely be dearly paid for, in the 
long run, and will cost our society 
much more than anyone can 
calculate today. The removal of 
preventive services, partial reneg- 
ing on Project Renewal, and freez- 
ing social services at a base-line 


greatly below standard, are 
dangerous social policies for Israel 
today. 

We must assuredly have a sound 
economy within sound and secure 
borders, but attacking tbe social 
.services, the contributory soda] 
"Insurances," and the large 
families and lower-income groups 
seems a short-sighted way to go 
about it.

THE CASE of the Netanya TV shop 
owner who has set up his own piped 
television service and provides sub- 
scribers with a plentiful and inex- 
pensive supply of light entertain- 
ment from it's own stock of 
programmes, should be of more 
than mere legal Interest to our 
Broadcasting Authority managers. 

Television’s popular Kolbotek 
may have been just a little unfair In 
presenting the man as an un- 
scrupulous manipulator, who flouts 
the law and puts up Illegal and 
dangerous cables to bring enter- 
tainment to his subscribers. 
Kolbotek failed to answer foe sim- 
ple question of wby such a large 
number of law-abiding Netanya 
citizens are willing to pay for such a 
service. 

Perhaps foe people* are getting 
tired at political bickering, heavy 
cultural discussions, pompous 
preaching, and yearn for pure, un- 
adulterated fun. And no adver- 
tising. 

The cinema alternative is for a 
lot of people, non-existent, and not 
merely or even mainly — because 
of the price. I have not been to the 
cinema more than twice during the 
past few years. Rickety seats. In- 
terminable advertisements, films 
cut to suit the camera operators' 
working hours, dirty premises, 
simply keep me away. I prefer to 
stay home- and watch TV, and It is 
here that foe trouble really begins. 

Tbe single-channel TV facility 
that tries to satisfy everybody, 
pleases no one. The TV en- 
trepreneur from Netanya has made 
his point. People who are expected 
to work hard and earn less look 
eagerly for small pleasures. No 
wonder that Jordan TV, on Channel 
Six, is a favourite, with Its wide 
selection of excellent British, 
American and Australian films. 

Israelis who know Arabic and 
enjoy Arab culture switch on to Jor- 
dan. Egypt. Syria and Lebanon for 
their entertainment. And for the 
radio listener, foe Introduction of 
the light programme station, which 
broadcasts uninterrupted music 
and songs has certainly brightened 
things a little. 

We are not trying to make a case 
for colour or commercial TV, which 
might be too expensive for foe coun- 
try in its present situation. It is just 
a question of another channel that 
would ease the load and make our 
TV more entertaining. 

There seems to be no reason why 
foe Histadrut, say, should not es- 
tablish its own TV station as was 
once suggested. Or perhaps Abie 
Nathan should pick up tbe 
challenge. 

The success of foe enterprising 
Netanya shop owner proves that he 
is providing — albeit Illegally — 
what people want most: light, plea- 
sant entertainment. There seems to 
be no reason wby they should be 
deprived of such a facility. The set- 
ting up of a second. light TV 
channel would also contribute in- 
directly to the prosperity of &H the 
Industries connected with enter- 
tainment. 
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THE DANGERS OF EXCESSIVE USE OF ANTI-BIOTICS 

To the Editor of The Jcruaale m Post 


Sir. — Tbe effect of anti-biotlcs In 
treating disease and saving lives 
has been monumental. However, 
being potent chemical substances 
they may unfortunately also cause 
undesirable side-effects. In short, 
often minor, but sometimes serious, 
and occasionally disastrous. 

However, by far foe most impor- 
tant and serious problem regarding 
foe use of antl-blotics is the very 
rapidly increasing emergence of 
bacteria which are resistant to all 
forms of treatment. Many of foe 
germs which were previously sen- 
sitive to anti-biotlcs are being 
supplanted by. resistant ones, this 
rendering foe anti-biotic useless 
and even dangerous. 


catastrophic. 

Although doctors are constantly 
exhorted to avoid the excessive use 
of anti-biotlcs, relatively few of 
them could be accused of using 
them in a deliberately careless 
fashion. More frequently, the doctor 
is "persuaded” Into using anti- 
biotics by the patients' enormous 
belief in these drugs, and any 
therapeutic inactivity on his part 
may easily put at risk the 
relationship between the doctor and 
his patient. It would be naive to un- 
derestimate the public's enormous 
belief and reliance in the great 
value of anti-blotics as a panacea 
for all fevers, and until the public at 
large can be educated Into the very 


real dangers of their overuse both to 
the patient himself and to foe com- 
munity at large, it seems unlikely 
that doctors will be in a position to 
curb their use to any worthwhile ex- 
tent. 

There are warning signs of im- 
pending disaster and an urgent in- 
formation campaign Is necessary 
now in order to educate foe public 
as to the seriousness of foe situation 
and to try to impose a sense of 
responsibility and self-restraint 
upon both doctor and patient, U we 
are to have any hope whatsoever of 
preserving the unique usefulness of 
this miracle group of drugs.

R Is of vital Impor- 
tance that both doctors and patients 
abandon foe notion that, no matter 
how recklessly we use anti-biotlcs, 
one or other of them will remain 
effective indefinitely against 
disease-producing germs. Some 
authorities consider it unlikely that 
any entirely new anti-blotlc 
remains to be discovered, thus 
stressing the seriousness of the 
problem of resistance and 
emphasising the vital Importance of 
using ajtf-bk>tics wisely, not only for 
the benefit of Individual patients, 
but also for the ultimate benefit of 
the community. 


OUTRAGEOUS DEMAND 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Fortunately, anll-blotlc treat- 
ment is not by any means foe whole 
answer to infectious disease — the 
patient's powers ot resistance, his 
inborn defence mechanisms, are tar 
more important and effective than 
Is generally realised and this power 
of resistance should not be turned 
off by anti-biotlcs as soon as he 
develops a minor infection which Is 
self-limiting anyhow. The un- 
warranted use of anti-biotlcs as 
demanded by parents and un- 
thinkingly acceded to by doctors, 
often within a few hours of the 
patients' febrile Illness, may in fact 
be damaging to his Immune system 
and thus reduce his natural 
resistance. It Is a well known fact 
that four out of five infections of foe 
air passages are In any case caused 
by viruses, against which anti- 
biotics are totally Ineffective, and it 
is therefore of vital Importance that 
the patient be educated Into accep- 
ting foe doctor's advice that foe use 
of antf-biotica "simply to be on the 
safe side," or to prevent secondary 
infection, or because they are 
regarded as being harmless and 
may be of help, is completely con- 
trary to medical teaching, and may 
In fact be detrimental to the 
patient's well-being. Unless the 
medical profession now collectively 
takes the lead and agrees to use 
anti-biotlcs much more sparingly 
and with much greater care, the 
emergence of resistant strains of 
bacteria could well become 


Sir. — I read with dismay the 
letter Mr. Shlomo Lahat sent to all 
the inhabitants of foe city as a 
Hanukka gift, kindly Informing us 
that, unless we do pay in advance 
for foe water we shall consume In 
the coming three months, we shall 
be obliged to pay 30 per cent more. 

We are a couple of elderly pen- 
sion recipients nearing 70. with no 
children and no family. We do not 
work any more. Our only income Is 
the pension we receive from the 
National Insurance Institute. The 
sum we both get amounts to IL5,- 
315. We have no other income what- 
soever. 

Now, I would like to know how we 
are to deduct from our pension the 
sum of IL562.50 and live on the 
remaining IL4 ,752.50 without going 
hungry. In view of the ever-rising 


cost of living. 

We are told that the government 
owes the municipality ILSOOm. In 
the meantime, Project Hayarkon is 
defiantly going up In front of our 
eyes at the coat of millions. A pom- 
pous staircase to foe beach is being 
built with coloured pavements all 
along the street and fancy yellow 
flower boxes — already full of 
trash. 


We and many other people In foe 
same situation are obliged to pay 
for the municipality’s ex- 
travagance. The outrageous 
"edict" of the Mayor of Tel Aviv 
should not apply to pension 
recipients who can barely make 
ends meet, let alone “lend" money 
three months In advance to the 
Mayor.
